| —J After this territory was tick free these men, realiz- 

ing that they were living in an almost ideal cattle country where 

grass with a little encouragement grew luxuriantly, began making 

a study of the various breeds of cattle with the idea of determining 

the one best suited to their conditions. At first they were a little 

inclined toward a two-purpose kind but soon gave up this 
idea and decided on a strictly beef type. When they had ‘ 
reached this point it was not hard to decide that the Angus, 

for many reasons, were the kind that they wanted. 

For a few years they used pure bred bulls for grading 
up their common cattle: with most satisfactory results. 

From this it was only one step farther to the pure bred

a head and in a sale at Little Rock in February, 1918, 
he sold a 22-months old bull from one of them for $575 
and a 10-months old bull from another for $600. An- 
other cow, soon after she came on his farm, dropped her 
first calf which was a heifer. He retained this calf 
and she now has a thick bull calf at foot. Her second 
calf, which was a bull, sold in February 1919, for $325 
and she sold in the same sale with a heifer calf at foot for $425.

and in February 1916, they bought nine head of females from 
Missouri breeders. A little later two more lots were purchased; 
one from Illinois breeders and another from Missouri. : 

All these cattle were bought privately at very reasonable fig- 
ures, but they were carefully selected as to individuality and pedi- 
gree and later proved to be exceptionally good foundation stuff. 

Mr. Crockett says that after the first purchase of pure breds, 
when the news leaked out that he had paid as high as $150 and 
$200 for pure bred heifers, his neighbors were very much concern- 
ed over the condition of his mind and were on the point of having 
him sent to the asylum. Some of them are still a little skeptical 
but the majority are beginning to see the light, and many are now 
using pure bred bulls. 

ll of the pure bred cattle purchased on the four farms cost a 
total of $4420. Since that time the breeders have sold a few head, 
mostly bulls, for a total of $4405. Besides having sold cnough to 
cover their original investment, these men have on their farms at 
present 80 head of registered cattle which at a conservative esti- 
mate are worth upwards of $20,000. 

Dr. Lowe, during his recent visit to these herds, paid them a 


These three cows which represent an original investment of $450 
have returned $1925 in sales and two of the cows are still on the 
farm besides four head of progeny. 
These four young breeders, who are all living within a radius 
of two miles, are very modest about their achievements. The

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FTER being in the baby beef production game for some 
five years and just marketing some eighteen-months old 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings on the open market at Indian- 
apolis for $19.00 a hundred, which was 25 cents higher 
than any other cattle of any weight sold that day in the 
United States, it might be of interest to some one to 
have the history of my baby beef operations. 

After several years of feeding heavy cattle I came 
to the conclusion that the breeder was making more money than 
the feeder who finished the cattle, so decided to begin breeding my 
own steers. Realizing that quality had about as much to do with 
the market price as finish, my first thought was to breed quality, 
and after having fed all of the three prominent breeds and believ- 
ing that the Angus cattle sold a little better and finished a little 
earlier than any other cattle I had fed, I decided to begin with 
Angus cattle. ; 

In looking over the corn belt it seemed that I would have to 
go west of the Mississippi river to find a quantity of high grade 
Angus heifer calves and I located in north central Missouri, a 
county in which there were many Angus breeders, so I went into 
this county and bought among some twenty breeders about one 
hundred very high grade heifer calves, brought them together at 
Harris, Missouri, and topped out the best fifty and shipped them 
to my farm near Anderson, Indiana. This was in the fall of 1914. 
These calves, after taking a little loss on the fifty I sorted out and 
sold before shipping, cost me net $42.50 on my farm. 

Paid Special Attention to Bull 

Realizing that a bull is half the herd, I bought as good a bull 
calf as was out in the shows that fall, the one with which Wilson 
Brothers of Muncie, Ind., won at many of the state fairs. I also 
bought another bull from Wilson Brothers that was as well bred 
and almost as good. : 

These heifers ran on stalks and late pasture a few weeks, then 
I put chem up in feed lot the first of December, giving them all the 
silage they would eat, having fresh straw before them and giving 
them a pound of cottonseed meal a day during the winter of 1915. 
They made a nice growth and went on grass in May weighing some- 
thing like seven hundred pounds. On the first of June I divided 
them into two herds and turned a bull into each pasture, letting the 
bull run with these calves until the latter part of August. 

On the first of December, 1915, I checked up the cost of carry- 
ing these calves and found that figuring silage on the basis of fifty 
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cents a bushel for corn, cottonseed mea] that year on the basis of 
$27.00 a ton, and the pasture at six per cent interest on land at 
$100 an acre, it cost me $22.50 to carry these calves the first year, 
which is about half the price at which I could have carried them 
had I tried to carry them on hay and without silage at that time. 
90 Per Cent Calf Crop in 1916 

I figured then that my bred heifers went into their second year 
at a cost of $65.00 a round. In the winter of 1915 and 1916 these 
cattle were handled in a very similar manner to that of the previous 
year except that they had a little more silage, as they were a little 
heavier cattle. They calved through March, April and May, mak- 
ing the average birth of the calves about the 10th of April. These 
calves looked good to one of my farmer neighbors and he contract- 
ed in April for the whole lot, heifers and steers, for delivery Octob- 
er 20, 1916, at $42.50 a round. I had forty-five calves that year, 
or a ninety per cent calf crop. Figuring the cost of feed, interest 
on $65.00 invested in heifers, and ———— up to the forty-five cows 
the price of the feed of the five that did not calve, and $2.00 per 
head for bull service, made this crop of calves cost me $30.50 a head. 

The heifers in the meantime had grown and were more valu- 
able, so I did not have to take any depreciation on the cows that 
year. These heifers had never eaten any grain, except the pound 
of cottonseed meal one hundred days in the winter, but had utilized 
roughness only, together with their pasture and the amount of 
manure they produced that year was very much more valuable than 
the labor expended in taking care of the. calves in the winter. 

17 Cents For 1917 Crop 

The 1917 crop of calves was forty in number and the cows that 
did not calve that year I sold to local butchers in the spring, with- 
out feeding them any grain, at something over $100 a head. In 
that fall I sold the heifer calves to another breeder for $55.00 a 
round and kept the steers to feed out for baby beef. These calves 
cost me, on the basis of a little higher price for corn and a little 
older cows, about $40.00 a round for feed and pasture. The steers 
were fed on silage, cottonseed meal and shelled corn until the 20th 
of June, 1918, and sold to Klinck of Buffalo at 17 cents a pound on 
own farm and weighed 889 pounds. That spring I sold the dry 
cows that did not calve at 12% cents a pound and they netted me 
$152.50 each. 

In the fall of 1918 I sold my heifer crop for $65.00 a round and 


put up the steers to feed. I figure the feed for these cows this year

mals of the better breeding always achieve the more creditable per- 

formances, be it in the show ring, at the fair, in the feed lot, on the 
range, or at the butcher’s block. Pure bred aristocracy is not nearly 
extensive enough in the United States and with a view to extending 
the kith and kin of the first families widely over the country, the

standards of a good and a medium steer. In the case of a good 
steer the loin cuts, which are high priced, constitute 16% per cent 
by weight, as compared with 15% per cent in a medium steer. The 
rib cuts compose 9% per cent in the better class of steer and only 
7% per cent in the medium animal. The round, which is a medium 
priced cut, constitutes 21 per cent in a good steer and 26% per cent 
in a medium steer, while the chuck, a low-priced cut, composes 24 
per cent of the good steer, and 27% per cent of the medium steer. 
The miscellaneous cuts in the good steer aggregate 13 per cent and 
only 11 per cent in the medium steer. These figures indicate that 
the good steer carries a greater percentage of the high-priced cuts 
and a lower percentage of the mediumed priced and cheap cuts than 
does the medium steer, although the animals may be fed similar 
rations. This divergence in meat make-up at market time must be 
attributed to breeding. 

Two shipments of steers which recently arrived on one of the 
large central markets also 
are of interest in disclosing 


the result of foible and fancy 
of the rich, for the leading 
foundation families of the 
various breeds, for the most 
part, have been produced and 
developed by practical farm- 
ers who farmed for a living 
in either the Old or the New 
World. For example, Hugh 
Watson, the founder of the 
Aberdeen Angus was a ten- 
ant farmer; Charles and Rob- 
ert Collings, who sponsored 
the Short Horn breed, were 
English countrymen of medi- 
um finances, while the Tom- 
kins and the Hewers, who 
were the fosterers of the 
Whiteface in Herefordshire, 
England, were merely work- 
ing to produce beef animals 
of superior type which would 
fatten more quickly and 
cheaper than their predeces- 
sors. In a word, pure bred 
live stock from hogs, cattle, 
sheep, horses and dairv cows 
to goats and poultry, have all 
been developed for specific purposes, which are intimately associat- 
ed with the stock farmer’s needs and requirements. 

_ Uncle Sam’s big drive for better live stock similarly is a cam- 
paign to provide for direct and urgent needs. Farmers with sur- 
plus feed should desire live stock of the best type which will most 
profitably and economically convert these grain and forage sur- 
pluses into meat, milk, wool, mohair, and eggs. Eliminating the 
scrub and mongrel animal, live stock of “no account” family or 
breeding is one of the greatest improvement steps which possibly 
could be undertaken by the live stock breeding and raisine fratern- 
ity of this country. Uncle Sam is enthusiastically behind the pro- 
Jeet and it remains for farmers interested in stock raising through- 
out the country, not only to boost for better stock, but also to buy 
and use farm animals of approved type and breeding, in order that 
our present live stock population, heterogenous, harum-scarum, and 
topsy-turvy as it is, may be replaced by superior animals of type 
and breeding best fitted to supply the market and most suitable to 
consume profitably the surplus crops of the American farmer.

the breeding facts. One lot 
of good steers weighed, on an 
average, 1,186 pounds and 
sold at $15.30 a hundred- 
weight, their dressing per- 
centage averaging 61 per 
cent. These steers carried 
6% per cent of inside fat 
while their cost per pound, 
dressed and ready for sale to 
the consumer, was 22% cents. 
The medium lot of steers 
averaged in weight 963 
pounds and sold at $13.30. 
These cattle dressed 54 per 
cent, carried 4 per cent of in- 
side fat, and cost 22 cents a 
pound when dressed and 
ready for consumption. Sub- 
sequently the meat from the 
good steers sold for one cent 
a pound more than that from 
the medium steers, which re- 
sulted in an increased profit 
to the butcher of approxi- 
mately half a cent a pound, 
despite the fact that the good 
steers cost originally 2 cents a pound more than the medium steers. 
Furthermore, the inside fat was worth considerably more in the 
good steers than it was in their lower quality mates. The well-bred 
lot of cattle sold for an average of $181.46 apiece, while the poorer 
steers brought only $128.08 an animal, a difference of $53.38 a head 
in favor of the better bred cattle. 


Every Farmer’s Opportunity 


There is no possible reason why farmers and stockmen should 
waste their time and tie up and jeopardize their capital in the pur- 
chase and feeding or breeding of inferior stock.

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OUNTRY hides and skins make up more than one-third 
of all the hides and skins produccd in the country, and 
their arrival at the tannery in a sound condition is of 
vital interest to all who use leather. Too often, says 
the United States Department of Agriculture, the value 
of “country” hides for leather making is less than that 
of “packer” hides, because less care and skill are shown 


in the “take-off” and in the curing and marketing. In 
consequence the hide trade discriminates between Barges <a > 
n addi- 


“packer” hides and skins, and pay less for the former. — 
tion to being the producer of hides and skins, the farmer is one of 
the chief purchasers and users of the finished products of the 
leather industry. He, therefore, is directly affected both as a sell- 
er and as a buyer by the quantity and quality of the hides and skins 
and of the leather made from them. : ; ; ; 
Many of the hides and skins used in this country, including 
practically all of the kid and goat skins, are imported. A census of 
the hides and skins used in the United States during 1914 shows that 
32,386,000 domestic hides. and 80,359,700 imported hides, valued in 
the aggregate at $233,522,700, were uscd in the United States dur- 
ing that year. The wide discrepancy in the price of country hides, 
as compared with the value of the finished leather products, re- 
sults partly from the general inferiority of country hides and skins 
due to improper handling, as well as to the lack of a well-defined 
and closely followed system of classifying and marketing these 
hides. Furthermore, after the producer sells them the hides must 
pass thrcugh numerous processes of marketing, transportation, and 
manufacture before being converted into leather, which in turn 
undergoes many additional treatments in its conversion into finished 


articles of commerce. 
Why “Packer” Hides Have Advantage 


For the most part, packer hides and skins taken off at estab- 
lishments where the slaughtering is of a wholesale character, and 
where the men usually are employed exclusively for the purpose of 
removing hides, in general are superior to country hides because 
the skins are better prepared and more carefully graded by experts. 
As the hides are taken off in large numbers they are uniformly se- 
lected and cured, and generally are free from salt stains or excess 
salt and pickle. The result is a product of uniform selection, of 
good pattern and trim, and with few imperfections, making possible 
a maximum yield of leather of the best quality. 

On the other hand, country hides and skins usually are remov- 
ed by persons inexperienced in skinning. This classification also 
includes “fallen” hides, or those from animals that have died from 
disease, accident, or a natural cause, as well as those from animals 
that have been slaughtered for food. Country hides originate in 
small numbers, in scattered and remote sections of the country, and 
seldom are treated in a careful and efficient manner with respect 
to skinning, curing, and marketing. The result frequently is a poor 
product of irregular pattern and trim, with many imperfections; 
such hides and skins are usually handled several times before be- 
ing available in uniform selection. Not only is the yield of leather 
from such hides and skins comparatively lower and more uncertain, 
but too often the leather is capable of only limited use. Most farm- 
ers, ranchmen, and many local butchers are unfamiliar with the 
specifications for the various market classes and grades of hides 
and skins and with their relative values and the corresponding mar- 
ket price. If such knowledge were universal, less misunderstanding 
and suspicion, which serve only to handicap the industry, would 
prevail and the country hide producer would be placed on a more 
equal footing with the buyer and would be able to demand for his 
offerings proper prices in accordance with their quality. 


Marketing Standard Needed 


__ At present there is no recognized standard of classification for 
hides and skins originating in all sections of the country. This is 
due partlv to former haphazard methods of marketing and partly 
to the alleged differences in the quality and condition of these 
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products in different sections of the country. It is asserted that 
the conditions which preduce these differences on which price dif- 
ferentials are based aie noticeable especiaily in the giain, texture, 
thickness, spread, and quaiity of the leather, and that they are © 
caused largely by climatic conditions, methods of handling cattle, 
kinds of cattle, kinds of feed, methods of feeding, ticks, grubs, 
brands, environment, and the method employed in skinning, curing, 
and marketing the hides. These varying conditions have caused 
the hide trade to divide the United states into nine sections for 
country hides and skins only, and as a result the prices for similar 
classes and weights tor country hides and skins vary accorcing to 
the section of origin. Only hides of tinest quality are used for 
belting, harness, carriage, and turniture leather which command the 
highest prices. Other hides are discounted in price because of in- 
juries caused by grubs, ticks, brands, and mechanical imperfections. 
A great loss results each year trom the practice of branding cattle, 
as the brands are often applied to both sides of the animal, any- 
where from the shoulder to the tail, and are applied so deeply that 
the scars are vi.:ble iu the under or tlesh side. If lighter branding 
were practiced and could be confined to areas of the hide less valu- 
able for leather purposes, such as the neck and shoulders, less 
damage would be done. : 

Every agency which operates to deliver these materials at the 
tannery as expeditiously and as inexpensively as possible should be 
reflected in lower levels in the price of the finished leather goods. 
The large packers have a decided marketing advantage cver small 
producers because they dea! in large numbers of hides and skins, 
and as a result can sort and classify them in marketing lots and sell 
them directly to the tannery, or else through some intermediary 
such as the hide broker or the tanner’s buyer. The extremely scat- 
tered sources, and the comparatively small individual production of 
country hides and skins make it impossible for the country hide 
producer to obtain this advantage. ‘these widely scattered mater- 
ials first must be collected and classified in large lots. They pass 
through many hands, each one of which exacts its toll. 

The direct consignment methods of marketing is employed and 
strongly advocated by some country hide producers and dealers. 
In this method the local dealer performs a real service, as he acts 
not as a speculator, but principally as the agent of the producer. 
This method approaches more nearly the packers’ system of buying. 
Consignment marketing presupposes mutual contidence and fair 
dealing by both producer and dcaler; otherwise it can not succeed. 
The principal obstacles in the way of this method are the producer’s 
preference for ready cash, his distrust of the distant dealers, and 
the elimination of local compctitive buying. Unfortunately many 
producers prefer to accept any price obtainable from local buyers, 
such as general stores, prcduce dealers, junk collectors, peddlers, 
and traveling hide buyers, rather than to consign their hides to un- 
known car-lot dealers in central markets. 

Farmers’ Bulletin 1055, U. S. Department of Agriculture, pre- 
sents tacts and tigures—those given above and many more—about 
hides in the making and on the road to market.

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Tennessee Plantation 
Aberdeen-Angus Boosted. 
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HEN Mr. Hobart Ames of Boston some years ago acquired 
a quail shooting preserve in western Tennessee, he 
thought that he was merely buying a worn-out stretch of 
farm land, raw thickets and timber that could be made 
the greatest game bird hunting grounds in America. As 
a quail shooting preserve, Mr. Ames made his plantation 

é reach this supreme degree in the sporting world, accord- 

2E.. ing to guests who have zpent a season there. 

But with the United States at war, the 14,000 acres of land 
that makes up the Ames Plantation was turned from mere sporting 
uses to war-winning work, and lespediza clover and pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle did their big bit in this transformation, says 
Country Life, the New York magazine of the elite of the social 
world, which sells for 50 cents a number on the news stands of the 
larger cities. Probably few Southerners, not even the neighbors 
of the big plantation that lies just above the Mississippi line and 
but fifty miles west of Memphis, realize what a fine piece of patri- 
otic war work has been done at this famous spot. 

Says F. H. Higgins, in his article in the New York magazine, 
“Lespedeza and Aberdeen-Angus cattle are the combination that 
is bringing back the fertility and giving the plantation a high class 
product that is increasing the value of the land and returning it to 
its original virgin richness.” 

“War speeded up the cultivation of the Ames plantation areas, 
and the lespedeza-gathered nitrogen plus the Aberdeen-Angus ma- 
nure, with its humus, phosphorus, and potassium, made it possible 
to produce thirty-five bushels of wheat and fifty of corn on these 
acres that less than a decade ago were practically worn out. So 
impressed was the Bureau of Farm Development at Memphis with 
the wheat crop of 100 acres on the Ames plantation last year, that 
all wheat fit for seed, not needed on the plantation, was spoken for 
to be used as seed in the Memphis territory of a 100 mile radius 
lying about that enterprising city, in Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas.” 

“As the main activity of the plantation, the pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus herd is being enlarged as fast as the heifer calves will 
increase it. When the herd was started five years ago, a bull and 
about twenty-five of the best females that could be bought at the 
leading public sales were acquired as a foundation. Such additions 
as have been made from outside since have been added to strength- 
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en the herd, until the females are good enough to keep 
of prices offered, and only the bull increase is allowed to go.” 

“The same sportsmanship ideals that have always characte i 
ed Mr. Ames’ advent into the game fields are followed in his Ab. 
erdeen-Angus breeding work. This fact has rapidly built y 
reputation for bulls from the Ames plantation, until leading As 
ers from as far as Texas and Michigan, as well as from the stat ; 
of the old South, are now buying this high-class product. Ordinar. 
ily, a bull breeding reputation is not built up in less than a decade; 
more often it takes two or three of them. Yet after touring the 
great Missouri, lowa, Michigan and Illinois Aberdeen-Angus farms 
last spring, the big ranching firm of Sam H. Hill & Son of Texas 
found at Ames plantation a bull that suited.” 

“Another instance that shows the reputation of Ames planta- 
tion products was the selection of two young bulls by Dwight L 
Cutler of Michigan, one of the oldest breeders, whose show herd is 
an International Exposition winner. The pair selected were too 
good to price, however, and are being saved for breeding purposes 
That’s the kind of constructive work that is done by too few breed- 
ers, the kind that builds a reputation for the herd, such as all Mc- 
Henry bred animals still carry in spite of the fact that it is several 
years since Mr. McHenry dispersed his herd. It is such breeding 
work as this that is putting the breed right with the South, where 
it has gained a standing in the last five years.” 

“In spite of the fact that the Ames plantation herd could show 
on the main state fair circuit in the Middle West, where prizes are 
big and the show herd could be made to pay its way, the Southern 
Fairs at Atlanta, Knoxville, Nashville, Memphis, Louisville, Birm- 
ingham, and others, are the ones chosen for the main circuit in 
order to show to the people most needing education in beef raising 
the best stock for their farms. With the war and the cotton boll 
weevil co-operating to force the old South away from an all-cotton 
form of farming, this propaganda work is bearing fruit. Thick,

_ The German press has published pretim- 
mary statistics of the census of live stock 
taken June 2, 1919. According to these re- 
turns, the total number of cattle in German 
Is 16,798,815. ‘this includes 2,116,920 a 
ves under 3 months; 994,187 bulls, steers 
and oxen; 8,843,843 cows and heifers of 
which 17,850,298 are milch cows and a 
843,365 other cattle between 3 months 
and 2 years old. ‘the total decrease jn 
cattle since December 1, 1913, amounts to 
12.4 per cent. ‘ihe decrease as compared 
with the December 1, 1913, census—the last 
pre-war census—has been greatest in the 
proportion ot bulls, steers, and oxen (29.4 
per cent), and least in cows and heifers (14.§ 
per cent). ‘the census is said, however, to 
show an increase in the number of calves 
younger than 3 months, amounting to 21.4 
per cent, as compared with the 19138 census, 
A comparison or these returns with those 
of the o1ticial census of June 1, 1918, shows 

decrease ot 15.4 er cent in bulls, steers, 
and oxen; 2.9 per cent in cows and heiters; 
6.6 per cent in other cattie between 3 months 
and 2 years oid; and an increase of 2.9 per 
cent in caives younger than 8 months. 

‘The total number of swine in Germany on 
June 2, 1919, according to the provisional 
figures just published, was 8,887,474, divid- 
ed as follows: Farrows under 8 weeks, 2,- 
387,894; between 8 weeks and 6 months, 3,- 
889,793; between 6 mouths and 1 year, 1,- 
524,640; over 1 year old, 1,085,147. ‘lhe de- 
crease in the number of hogs less than 6 
months old is said to be 55.3 per cent, as 
compared with the December 1, 1913, census. 
A still greater decrease, amounting to 77.9 
per cent is shown in the number of ho 
between 6 months and 1 year old, and the 
number over 1 year old shows a decline of 
58.8 per cent from the figures of the 1913 
census. There is, however, an increase as 
compared with the census of June 1, 1918, 
amounting to 4 per cent in farrows under 8 
weeks 29.8 per cent in pigs from 8 weeks 
to 2 months, 35.3 per cent in hogs from 6 
months to 1 year old, and 3 per cent in hogs 
over 1 year old. 

The sheep census shows a total of 6,423,- 
036. which represents a decrease of 8.2 per 
cent, as compared with March 1, 1919, and 
of 4.5 rer cent as compared with June 1, 
1918, and an increase of 23.5 per cent as 
comnared with the census of December |, 
1913.

Live Stock Industry in Brazil 


By David Harrell, Live Stock Commissioner 
for the United States in South America. 


RIO JANEIRO, Sept. 29.—Brazil, a coun- 
try embracing 3,215,010 square miles of ter- 
yitory, presents a problem entirely new to 
the average breeder of live stock in the Lni- 
ted States. In a country, laigely subtropi- 
cal, infested with the cattle tick, and where 
diseases contagious to live stock are preva- 
lent, we find efforts being made in seveial 
directions to overcome the natural diaw- 
backs, and to deveiop an industry which 
seems to be destined to become a decided 
factor in the meat supply of the world. With 
a climate never coluer than our spring or 
autumn and possibilities of grazing through- 
out the year, Brazil has many advantages 
which, if utilized cannot fail to place the 
country in the important position it 1ght- 
fully holds in the live stock and meat indus- 
tries of the world. 

So much misinformation has been publish- 
ed and so many false impressions have been 
allowed to become recognized as facts that 
several of these must be corrected before 
constructive work can be started. It is the 
belief of some persons in the United States 
that Brazil is a country overrun with wild, 
native cattle which are only waiting for an 
abattoir or transportation facilities to con- 
vert a great supply of live stock into avail- 
able meat. Large portions of Brazil are in- 
accessible except on horseback or with mules 
and these are neither the jungles nor the un- 
explored places, but the great producing 
lands of Minas Geraes, Matto Grosso, and 
Parana. Few trained men of the observing 
mind have carefully investigated this area, 
and many of the reports which have reached 
the United States have been written upon 
hearsay evidence which has been greatly 
exaggerated the true facts of the case. It 
is true that comparatively large numbers 
of surplus stock have accumulated, owing to 
the impossibility of marketing and poor 
transportation. However since the erection 
of packing establishments so much of this 
surplus has been absorbed that many of 
these plants are now lying idle waiting for 

the young stock to mature. 

Notwithstanding the fact that various dis- 
eases are prevalent in Brazil which reduce 
the rapidity of the increase of the herds the 
usually mild winters and the natural pastor- 
al advantages makes the raising of live 
stock a much simpler matter than in 1auch 
of the United States. The large ranches of 
30 years ago in Texas and Wyoming are 
hardly a fair comparison with the normal 
raising of live stock in Brazil. With a dis- 
ease-resistant foundation stock a few favor- 
able years finds the stockman with a great 
surplus upon which he has expended practic- 
ally no labor. This, with the ease of obtain- 
ing his simple living naturally causes him 
to discount the necessity for improving his 
live stock. Money as such is not sufficient- 
ly necessary to the breeder of live stock in 
the raising sections that he feels he must 
take every advantage and study how to 
breed cattle a little better than his neighbor. 


} In many sections this has led to inbieed- 
ing to such an extent that the vitality and 


disease-resisting quality of the stock has de- 
teriorated. This fact must be carefully con- 
sidered in attempting to interest the breeder 
im pure bred live stock. After he sees the 


necessity for improvement and the advan- 
tages to be gained, doubtless a laige trade 
may be expected with him. It will be neces- 
sary to study seriously the general industry 
in Brazil in order to have a sympathetic 
knowledge of conditions. A number of con- 
ceptions accepted in the United States here- 
tofore as facts will have to be revised. 

At present there are either completed or 
in the process of construction meat-packing 
establishments in Brazil having a capacity 
es aaa cattle, 6,000 hogs, and 2,000 sheep 

aily. 

In conncction with the packing industry 
in Brazil, a very constructive poiicy is being 
established by severa] of the companies in 
assisting in the building up of the stock. Ob- 
viously in the face of the lack of interest 
which is shown by many Brazilian breeders, 
it is doubtful whether there are many of the 
single breeders in the United States who are 
willing to undertake the building up of a 
trade with Brazil. This subject is one which 
requires a laige amount of study and con- 
stiuctive reasoning. It is doubtful whether 
the first shipments will show a profit. It 
seems as though it would be necessary to 
pool unselfishly the capital and effort in the 
United States is to have a hoped-for trade 
with South America. 

The hog industry as practiced here pre- 
sents a problem somewhat peculiar in that 
practically all of the development has been 
with a view of producing an animal which 
would yield a large proportion of fat and 
lard rather than pork. This has becn explain- 
ed by the fact that Brazilians use large am- 
ounts of fat and lard in cooking, while lean 
pork is not held in quite as high favor as in 
the United States. As a result of these 
facts the native swine of the country have 
been developed to attain great size, although 
not at an early age. The time to grow and 
fatten an animal has not been so important 
a factor in the United States. ;

Prices of Steers in Belgium and France 

The price of live steers on the Brussels 
market has been fixed at 4 francs per kilo, 
or $21.10 per 100 Ibs. at rate of exchange 
prevailing on October 18, when 8.63 francs 
equalled $1.00. f 

At the .public market held at Paris on 
October 13, live steers sold at the follow- 
ing prices per 100 lbs.: Extra grade, $29; 
first grade, $28; second grade, $26; third 
grade, $23. 
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HE successful growing of alfalfa depends on the thorough 
and proper preparation of the soii tor the previous twe 
years berore planting and also in tke necessary chemical 
ingredients and bactcria being present at the time of 
sowing seeds. On this depends the productions of the 
crop. 

The worst enemy of alfalfa is crab grass and weeds, 

Eaaet especially the former, every secd of which should be 

eliminated from the soil before planting. The best mcthod of do- 

ing this is by two years of smothering crops and at the same time 
the soil must be built up and contain plenty of humus. A good 
method of doing this is to plant a crop of cow pcas or soy beans 
and plow them under green in the fall, then follow with a crop of 
wheat and top dress same with manure during winter. After 
wheat comes off, the land should be deeply plowed and sub soiled. 

The sub-soiling can be done at one and the same operation at time 

of plowing, by using sub soil attachments which are made to fit

After raking 
put in large kay cocks and allow to go through a sweat and cure 
for about five days. It is advisable to have hay caps on hand made 
of heavy cotton duck for use in case of rain. The method of cur- 
ing in the shock, whetker under cover or in the field, produces the 
highese quality of kay and maintains the color. It also makes the 
lcavcs stick to the stalk.

is that every weed and 
crab grass seed left in 
the soil will sprout in 
the soft fallow land, 
with a good mulch and moisture, and the constant harrowing de- 
stroys these weeds as they sprout. This operation also firms the 
feed bed, and at the same time is putting it in perfect condition 
to receive the seed. 

A few days before sowing alfalfa secd, 500 pounds of acid 
hosphate per acre should be distributed on the soil and thorough- 
y incorporated in the soil with spike tooth harrow. It is very 
necessary that the culture bacteria be in the soil at time of sowing 
the seed and if not already there from a previous crop of alfalfa, 
the inoculation must be put there and can be done so in two ways; 
either in the commercial form of Farmogcrm, the use of which full 
instructions are sold with the bottle, or by distributing inoculated 
earth taken from a near-by alfalfa field; 100 to 200 pounds of earth 
per acre is enough, but it is advisable to do this operation at a time 

when the hot rays of the sun do not strike it, choosing cither cloudy 
weather or at sun down, and then harrow lightly. This method 
of inoculation is very safe, but more expensive. 

There are various ‘vays of sowing seed, but advise the seed at- 

tachment of a good wheat drill, as the most certain to obtain a per- 
fect stand. Go over the field with the seeder both ways crossing the

rowing. While well 
rotted stable manure is 
probaly the very_best 
treatment for alfalfa sod, we dare not use it in this latitude on 
account of the crab grass seed invariably present in the manure of 
this locality. ; 

It is very necessary that good judgment be exercised in the 
selection of a would-be alfalfa field and thereby reduce down an 
dangcr of failure. Experience has proven that wet spots and cr 
bottoms are not as suitable as dry, well drained upland, with a go 
gray top loam. What is known as gocd warm cotton soil is the 
best home for alfalfa, but where water stands for any length of 
time or is close to the surface, certain failure will follow. 

It is verv hard to estimate the present cost of secding down an 
acre of alfalfa, as it so much depends on the condition of the land, 
how much lime required, length of haul, etc., but to be conservative, 
would say about $30.00. Our crop has averaged us 4% tons per 
acre, for five cuts per year ard at the present prices of alfalfa hay, 
the first and second cuttings have more tran paid for the first cost. 
The length of time an alfalfa field will yield from the origina 
planting depends a gocd deal on its care and management. We 
plowed up a field this spring, that has yielded thirty-five cuttings

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WISH to report that we have returned from our trip to 
Great Britain. We had expected to be home a couple of 
weeks earlier but conditions in Great Britain prevent 
both man and beast from being moved as they would like 

- to be. We had an eventful trip. We landed in that 
country the day before the railroad strike began, and had 
the misfortune to be tied up in London without even a 

2} roof over our heads. We were able to secure a motor and 

go through to Brighton, and though we traveled from 75 to 100 

miles a day for two weeks we did not even venture to go on a 

train. 

On’‘the whole, we had an interesting trip and rather enjoyed 

it in part. We bought altogether about 60 Short Horns and 120 

Angus, both brecds including a number of the highest priced fe- 

males sold at auction in Great Britain this season. We bought 

rather lightly on bulls, as we did not find many that just suited our 
fancy. 

In our Angus purchases there were some 115 females from 
most of the best herds in Great Britain, including Ballindalloch, 
Dandaleith, Auchterarder, and Maisemore. The Maisemore pur- 
chase was one of the last, but we considered it one of the most 
important. It included, altogether, twenty-seven females and five 
bulls, of the “Erica,” “Jilt,” “Pride,” “Blackbird” and “Lady Ida 
families.” 

On our second visit to Maisemore the owner of the kerd found 
it impossible to sell us the cattle he had wanted to, and the gate 
was thrown open for our selection, and there was only one female 
that we put a price on which did not come along. Every one of the

entire lot is a good one, and there is no better breeding than every 
one of this lot carries. 

‘The bulls include what we consider the best Angus bull we saw 
in Great Britain, Prince Idyll of Maisemore, of the “l’ride Family”, 
stood third at the Royal, where he was badly handicapped by age, 
havngi to show in the aged bull class while he still lacked three 
months of being three years old. He is perhaps the best-turned and 
smoothest Angus that could be found in Great Britain or elsewhere. 
He was purcha:ed with a view to being retained in our herd for our 
own use, and will not be for sale. His dam was the Norwich grand 
champion and her sire Everwise is one of the best-known bulls of 
the breed in Great Britain, having won fifteen frists and champion- 
ships at all of the leading shows in that country. Hs next sre was 
a noted champion at some of the best shows. His full-brother. 
Prince Idare is a nugget and looks very much like the making of 
a great sire. This bull] will be for sale. 

Junie of Theobald is a nice, level, well-turned three-year-old 
that was in service at Maisemore, of the “Erica family,” and richly 
bred. Excellent of Maisemore is of the “Erica family,” a combina- 
tion of the “Miss Burgess” and “Georgina” blood at the top. He is 
in rather thin condition but may some day make a champion. Evade 
of Maisemore is of the “Erica family” from Eve of Maisemore, 
grand champion at Norwich in 1915 and reserve champion at Smith- 
field the same year. We consider her one of the bcst cows of the 
importation. ‘This young bull will be for sale. He is a show bull 
in any company. If champion bulls back of him count for anything 
there could be a book written on the winnings of his ancestry. 

One of the best cows of the lot is Erica of Maisemore. She is 
the dam of the first prize yearling at the 
1919 Royal, and has a bull calf at foot by 
the champion Evercalm, This calf—in 
every respect the equal of his ycarling 
brother—will also be for sale. 

In buying these Angus cattle I did so 
practically regardless of pedigree, at all 
times the most important factor being 
that they should be from good ancestors, 
especially the top three or four crosses, 
regardicss of what the ancestral cow of 
the pedigree might have been. I do not 
know that this policy will hold gocd with 
the pedigree taddists, but 1 know it will 
win in the end. ; 

I hardly. know how to face my Short 
Horn friends, but hope they will forgive 
me for returning to my first love. ‘This 
does not mcan that we are quitting the 
Short Horn business, or anything like it. 
There is room for both, especially if they 
are good ones, and we intend to have the 
best of both. 

While we were in Scotland we purchas- 
ed a farm to accommodate about 150 cat- 
tle. This we considered important, as 
we have often bought stock at sales and 
had trouble in finding accommodations 
for it. Then again we considered it im- 
portant to be able to buy cattle and turn 
them on this farm, so that they could 
undergo a second test before leaving. 
Although we have been successful in im- 
porting animals we could guarantee to 
pass the tuberculin test, we have often 
found it costly to ship cattle here from 
Great Britain that we could not sell, and 
this farm will give us a decided advant- 
age by being able to get a second test 
on them — being held at this place

Time was when the cattleman came to Chicago to see the 
sights, and he left his wife at home because she didn’t fit into the 
scheme of sightseeing he had mapped out. But that day is past, 
and to see the turnout of ladies at the annual banquet of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association indicates that the Dod- 
die women are taking a real interest in their husbands’ business, 
and their husbands are taking a real interest in seeing that they 
get a little enjoyment out of the business, too. Such a tendency is 
certainly going to do both breeders and the business in general 
good. There were at least three times as many women at this 
year’s banquet as at last year’s event, and there will probably be 
more next year from the talk one heard afterwards. Bring on the 
ladies, for they will give a higher tone to the politics of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Association just as they are giving a moral tonic to 
the politics of the nation.

And further, Carpenter & Ross are for higher ideals of sports- 
manship in the breeding and show ring. Every head coming over 
will get two tests for tuberculosis, and every head they buy on this 
side will be “subject to a 60-day re-test.” When this firm gets their 
cattle over and hold’s its first sale, next spring or summer, it is 
going to have every Aberdeen-Angus breeder who can get there at 
their sale to weleome them into the game.

“The best Hereford steer I ever saw’ is 
what Mr. Cridlan, the London judge said of 
the Iowa whiteface he placed above the 
California pure bred Aberdeen-Angus; and 
if he was that good a Whiteface, he should 
have had the honor, though every person 
grouped around the ring at the final wind- 
up had his mind made up that the high 
honor would go to the black from the coast. 
The “Doddie” followers thought so because 
they liked their entry and the grand prize 
had come to them so often they wanted it 
for habit sake; the breeders and well-wish- 
ers of the other kinds were certain that no 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder could place the rib- 
bon anywhere but on a black, especially as 
the rosy-cheeked Britisher in knickers had 
been here before and picked a black one.

not yield it. To a man on the fence, it 
looked like the foreign judge’s Aberdeen- 
Angus affiliations were too embarrassing; 
the management of the show would have 
the combined Hereford-Short Horn kick 
about “importing an Angus man twice to 
pick an Angus champion” had he gave it to 
the black. However, when the final ribbon 
was placed in the single classes, there were 
three black steers in the ring to one white- 
face if that consoles anybody in the black 
ranks. 

The University of California’s “best five” 
in the Clay, Robinson “Special” were a 
great show for the Doddies, as two were 
pure breds and two cross-bred Aberdeen- 


Angus. Otto Battles was a pleased man, 
too, for those four all traced back to his 
Oakville Quiet Lad bull, and the reserve 
grand champion steer of the show was a 
grandson, as well as the reserve champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer, a full brother. The 
grand champion bull, Idolmere, is a son of 
Oakville Quiet Lad, but that is another story 
and belongs over in the breeding depart- 
ment. The cross-bred Hereford-Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer that was grand champion at 
San Francisco was only third in her class at 
Chicago, but the coast college had so many 
good ones with Doddie blood in their veins

Iowa State College had a great steer in 
Dynamite, and in former years might have 
von the top honors with him, but competi- 
tion is much stiffer now than in the days 
when Prof. Kennedy was digging up black 
steers and sending them down to Chicago 
for grand championships.

HE South’s in the saddle” cry has 
changed to “The South’s in the 
Sirloin” since the International 
ended. The “Doddies” started it 
off when Dr. J. I. Huggins’ aged 
bull, Idolmere, was made grand 
champion bull of the breed. Then 
the Herefords found their grand 

champion in Mack’s bull, and Flor.da fur- 

nished a grand champion cow of some kind, 
and there was nothing left for the Short 

Horns to do but name a southern grand 

champion bull too, and it was found in ‘len- 

nessee. 

Ek. L. Hampton of Nashville, Tenn., also 
helped the southern list by buying from 
Stanley Pierce, Edella of Page atter she had 
been sold in the sale Wednesday afternoon 
in the International sale by Hartley Farms. 
Hampton was rewarded by seeing her made 
junior champion temale of the breed the 
tollowing day. ‘the Ames _ Plantation, 
Grand Junction, Tenn., also took their share, 
though in the steer classes instead of the 
breeding department. In fact, there was 
probably no exhibit in the show that did its 
exhibitors and their section of the country 
so much credit as did that of the Boston 
manufacturer.

Some day somebody will arise and explain 
where the Aberdeen-Angus steers were at 
the first International in 1900 when the 
championship went to a grade Short Horn. 
Did the Carcasses get mixed up? Were 
there no Aberdeen-Angus entered? What 
is the answer? No one seems to know, but 
the show was new and everything was very 
chaotic then. But with the carcass victories 
now past the 16-to-1 standard at a 17-to-1 
basis, what more can you say for a breed? 
Just remember that 17-to-1 and get busy 
and tell the world.

CaX | NE hundred and eighty-five 
. steers, entered in the individ- 
ual steer contest at the Inter- 
national sold in the auction 
ring on the closing day. In 
this sale there were 64 head of 
Angus cattle which sold at an 

average of $23.97 per hundred 
pounds. Fifty-eight head of Herefords sold 
at an average of $23.03, while 45 Short 
Horns averaged $23.04. The Angus were 94 
cents higher than the next highest breed.

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HE carlot exhibition at the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition 
was made up of sixty loads of 
cattle, forty-six of this number 
being in the fat class and four- 
teen in the short fed social divi- 
sion. The Aberdeen-Angus were 
well represented in the fat class 

there being twenty-four loads out of the to- 

tal of forty-six, and the Angus cattle car- 
ried off the lion’s share of the honors! 

Grand championship of the show was 
awarded to a load of Aberdeen-Angus year- 
ling steers fed and exhibited by John Hubly, 
Mason City, IIl., the cattle which he showed 
being those that were awarded grand cham- 
pionship in the feeder division at the 1918 
International. Mr. Hubly showed four loads 
of Angus cattle and as well as carrying off 
honors in the various special class, each load 
won a place in the South Central District. 

Quality of the Angus offerings was out- 
standing, their‘fine finish winning comment 
for them from all sources. Some of the fore- 
most feeders of the country were represent- 
ed in the competition, but the judges stated, 
from their first look at the cattle, the high 
honor had to go to the blacks, because they 
looked so much better than any others. 

Thomas Murray, one of the judges in the 
carlot show in commenting his decision said, 
“the Blacks looked so much better than the 
others that there was no question as to the 
placing of the honors. A man who did not 
know beef could pick the winner out of the 
Angus showings and make no _ mistake. 
When they are hung up in the cooler they 
look just as good, you can see beef hanging 
in the coolers and know it is the product of 
Angus steers as the quality is so good.” 

That is what the judge thought of the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and he is a man of 
long experience in the beef line and knows 
cattle when he sees them, having acted as 
buyer for various packing houses for more 
than thirty years. 

As well as winning the grand champion- 
ship of the show, the Angus cattle were 
awarded first prize in both the yearling and 
two-year-old class as well as landing the 
premier honors in the districts, classified 
according to the breeding of the cattle.

The Angus cattle outsold all other breeds 
by a good margin and held up comparative. 
ly well with a year ago, as the general aye. 
age for the entire sale was $2.02 below the 
record average of 1918. The twenty-foy 
loads of Angus cattle this year compared 
with fifteen last year, the entire increase in 
the carlot show being due to the larger num. 
ber of black cattle, there being new feeders 
entered while some increased their showing 
displaying their confidence in the Angus ty 
win. 

The average price of all Angus cattle at 
$25.56 compared with $26.32 a year ago and 
$18.96 two years ago. The Herefords ayer. 
aged $25.11, against $28.95 a year ago and 
$16.99 two years ago. The Short Horns ay- 
eraged $25.69, against $27.95 a year ago and 
$17.52 two years ago, but there were but § 
loads of their breeds and taking only steers 
in the average, the Aberdeen-Angus beat 
them still. 

Angus yearlings this year sold at an aver 
age of $25.78, against $26.19 a year ago and 
$19.36 two years ago. The two year olds 
sold at an average of $24.75, against $27.17 
a year ago and $17.40 two years ago. These 
figures indicate that buyers were keenest for 
the yearling offerings and resulted in the 


better showing when compared with other _ 


years. 

Angus cattle in the 1919 show outnumber 
ed the Short Horns three to one but despite 
this handicap, the average compared far bet- 
ter when compared with a year ago.

Feeding of Grand Champion Car Lot 


John Hubly of Mason City, IIl., is still a 
young man but his work of fitting cattle for 
the market and the show ring has been the 
envy of the older men in the business. He 
has created a reputation at topping the 
market above any other young feeder; he 
has a habit of making his cattle prime, so it 
seems logical that he should fit a load of 
cattle to carry off the highest honors in the 
carlot competition. 

The load of Aberdeen-Angus steers which 
he won the championship with were part of 
the 100 head of calves that were entered in 
the feeder class at the 1918 International. 
The calves were shown by N. L. Harrison of 
Roggen, Colo., being grade Angus, out of 
pure bred unregistered cows, but sired by a 
pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus bull. And here 
again, score one to the credit of “Pat” Don- 
ohue and his famous herd bull, Black Wood- 
lawn; for these grand champion steers were 
great grand sons of that wonderful old bull 
that now sleeps beneath the sale pavillion at 
Holbrook, Iowa. 

Harrison & Harrison of Nebraska bought 
a son of Black Woodlawn and a crop of his 
calves were taken out to the Colorado range 
several years ago and put to work on the 
range. The calf crops looked so good that 
Mr. N. L. Harrison, Jr., began showing at 
Denver, but the old range crowd would have 
no grand champions with black hides, and 
they were turned down for the other kinds. 
Then Mr. Hubly, the Illinois feeder got in 
touch with Mr. Harrison and brought the 
ealf crop east to the International. The last 
three years has sent three International car- 
lot grand championship ribbons to Colorado 
on these great grand sons of Black Wood- 
lawn, the 1917 and 1918 feeder grand cham- 
pionships both going there and the 1918 


feeder winners coming back this year for 
the finished honors. The third bunch was in 
the feeder show this year, but the manage- 
ment has evidently decided that it is time to 
pass the honors around and get more entries 
and interest, and another kind from another 
state were given the feeder honor, though 
the calves were just as good as the two 
bunches of 1917 and 1918. 

Mr. Hubly purchased the entire string last 
year and made up his mind that he won 
with the stellar honors with one load out of 
the lot. This was Mr. Hubly’s third year as 
an exhibitor in the carlot division, the first 
year he showed whitefaces and this year and 
last selected the Angus as his candidates for 
the honors. Last year he landed second and 
fourth prize while this year along with win- 
ning the championship, he landed in the 
money in each class where the cattle were 
shown. 

The Harrison ranch in Colorado maintains 
a herd of 400 Angus cows and this was the 
first time that calves produced on that ranch 
carried off the highest honors at the Inter- 
national. But Mr. Hubly states he is going 
to repeat, he has already purchased 100 
calves which he will fit for the 1920 show. 

The cattle that won the championship, 
along with the others in the lot arrived home 
after the show December 9th. They were 
fed on clover hay until January 10th, get- 
ting no grain at this time. He then started 
on shelled corn and by February 1 they were 
on full feed and getting all the corn they 
would eat. He gradually added a little oats 
to the ration until they were getting four 
bushels of oats for the 100 calves. This ra- 
tion was continued until May 1st when they 
were turned out on a blue grass pasture and 
the hay taken off. 


At this time he started feeding molasses 
meal and followed this method until Septem- 
ber 1. They were then taken off the pasture 
and put in the dry lot, which is equipped 
with a cement floor. At this time he chang- 
ed from shelled corn to ground corn and cob 
meal and about October 1 he started feeding 
cotton seed meal, gradually working them 
up to three pounds per day per head and at 
the same time decreased the molasses meal 
from five pounds down to three pounds per 
head per day. ‘This ration was continued 
until the show. 

No change was made in the feeding meth- 
od during the late weeks of the period, he 
said he did not want to introduce any 
strange feed that he would not be able to se- 
cure at the show grounds. He shipped the 
molasses meal along with the steers that 
they would get the same rations during the 
exhibition that they got at home. During 
the latter part of the period the steers were 
getting about 28 pounds of ground corn and 
cob meal per head per day. 

At the start of the feeding period the 100 
calves averaged 439 pounds and the load that 
carried off the championship proved the 
smallest of the lot, Mr. Hubly stating that 
they probably averaged not more than 375 
pounds. ‘ 

He was asked what changes he made in 
his feeding program from last year and it 
was learned that during late months, no hay 
was given this year while last year he figur- 
ed he fed too much for the good of the cat- 
tle. He also stated that he gave the cattle 
better care this year which he fig ures was 
responsible for their better qualit, and ex- 
tra fine finish. 
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Eighteenth Annual International Exposition Sale 


HE sale of Aberden-Angus breed- 
ing cattle, held under the aus- 
pices of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association, in 
connection with the Internation- 
al Live Stock Exposition, was the 
most successful in the history of 
the show. It was magnificent 

from every standpoint. To begin with, it 

set a record for International sales of the 
breed as regards price and distribution of 
cattle. Then, the so-called “plain-bred 
ones” sold at prices above the ‘fancy-bred 
ones” in several instances, the top of the

Junior Feeding Contest Champion Car Lot 


HAT a feeder need not necessar- 
ily be an old timer to make a 
success of cattle feeding with 
Aberdeen-Angus was display- 
ed at the International when 
Willet H. Downey of Alédo, 

. [ll., entered his load of blacks, 

landed in the prize money and 

sent them over the scales at a price that 
compared well with the average selling. He 
also had senior champion single steer in the 

Junior Feeding contest. Last year he land- 

ed grand champion. 

This young feeder is still in the junior 
class, being only seventeen years old and 
despite his seniority it was his second year 
as an exhibitor in the carlot exhibition at 
the International. He made his debut in the 
show feeder class last year and was highly 
commended on the work he did with the 
steers. This vear he came back and did a 
little better by landing one of the prizes, 
seventh in the Aberdeen-Angus specials. 

In the junior feeding contest last year this 

young man had a fine showing of Angus 
cattle and cornered the big share of the 
prize money. This year he showed six An- 
gus in the Junior feeding contest and landed 
four prizes as follows: First in the senior 
calf class; sixth in the junior yearling class; 
fourth in the open class for junior yearlings 
and fifth in the Aberdeen-Angus specials. 
_ The young man had a fine display in the 
junior contest but he said the cattle were not 
as good as he would like to have had them. 
He stated that they did not eat or drink 
prover! after arriving at the show grounds, 
being affected by the strange surroundings 
and on that account did not have the proper 
appearances when put under the eves of the 
judge. 

In the auction ring his load of cattle sold 
at $24.00, being only $1.45 under the grand 
average for the 46 loads shown in that class.

years, has he taken all the responsibility up- 
on himself to do the entire work of feedin, 
the cattle and finishing them for the killer 

They do not raise any cattle on their farm. 
the calves that are used for feeding are pur. 
chased wherever available but in picking the 
calves he has the judgment of his father to 
fall back on and the calves must have plenty 
of quality before they are purchased. The 
young man emphasized that quality was the 
main essential in getting a good finish on 
the cattle and handling the blacks gives them 
a start from calfhood that is carried to ma- 
turity, developing into a steer that stands 
sor well and brings the high prices in the 
sale. 

These cattle competed with some that 
were fed by men who have been in the busi- 
ness for years and years, but as the young 
feeder stated, the cattle had the foundation 
and feed -is all that is necessary to finish 
them, making his short experience stand out 
as well as the men who had been in the 
business for years. 


Showed Both “Blacks” and ‘“Whitefaces” 


MONG the regular exhibitors in 
the carlot show were Pinnell 
& Bennett of Kansas, IIll., who 
had two loads on display. One 
load of Aberdeen-Angus and 
one of Herefords made up 
their showing. 

In their showing of the two 
loads of different breed, the ability and qual- 
ities of the Angus were outstanding. Here 
is the story of the two loads that explains 
the superiority of the Angus as doers in the 
feed lot and the show ring. The load of 
Herefords were purchased at Kansas City, 
July 15, 1918, averaging 633 pounds and 
cost $11.00 per hundred. The Angus cattle 
were purchased at Fayette, Mo., about the 
middle of October at the same price but av- 
eraged only 600 pounds. The Herefords had 
a three months start over the Angus. 

The test came in the carlot exhibition. 
The verdict was greatly in favor of the An- 
gus as told in the following lines. Both lots 
were entered in the twe vear old class. The 
Angus cattle won first prize in the class 
while Herefords did not land in the prize 
money at ali. This was the first victory for 
the Angus cattle over the other breed. 

In the auction ring another outstanding 
victory was landed by the Angus beeves. 
They sold at $27.00 per hundred while their 
feed lot mates of the different breed sold at 
$23.50 or $3.50 per hundred less than the 


black cattle. The Angus cattle at selling 


time averaged 1293 pounds and despite the 
fact that they weighed less at the start and 
were not purchased until three months later 
than the other lot, they averaged only 146 
pounds less than their rivals, showing that 
during the feeding period they gave far bet- 
ter account of the rations given. 

The two lots of cattle were handled in the 
same feed lot, getting the same attention 
and rations at all times. The cattle were 
put into a blue grass pasture upon their ar- 
rival at the farm and kept their until No- 
vember 1, 1918. From that date up to Jan- 
uary 1, they were fed clover hay. About 
January 1 they were started on a light feed 
of ear corn. This method was continued un- 
til April 1 when the cattle were put on a 
full feed of one and one-half pounds of mo- 
lasses meal and twenty-two pounds of corn 
per day per head. During the summer of 
this year they had the run of a blue grass 
pasture while from October 15 on, they had 
access to clover hay, fed in racks, as well as 
having the blue grass pasture. 

Many visitors at the show made com- 
ments on the different breeds and pointed 
out the Angus as being superior to the oth- 
ers. In a general way, in looking over the 
exhibits, they had little chance to prove 


their statements but this example of cattle 
of the two different breeds from the same 
feed lot makes it clear'as to which breed 
gives the best account in making weight 
gains and landing the better price at selling 
time.

This has been his 
first experience in fitting a calf for a school 
Fair, and it has proved so successful besides 
the great pleasure of handling the calf, that 
he has decided to try again for the 1920 
fair. This calf, Jock of Cloverdale 21734, 
was born April 20, 1919; nursed his dam 
night and morning. After he was one month 
old he started to feed a little clover hay; at 
two months he gave a few whole oats; when 
three months old he was taking a quart 
twice a day and run in pasture at night, be- 
ing stabled during the day time. At five 
months he took 2% quarts of oats and all 
the clover he would eat twice a day. He 
was groomed once a day and got a sponge 
bath once a week, after four months. 

The school fair was on Sept. 23d. The 
calf weighed 500 Ibs. at five months and 
three days old, and took first prize over all 
breeds, also a special prize of $5.00 for best 
calf, beef type, any breed, given by the Roy- 
al Bank of Canada. 

He is sired by Triumphant of Allaway 
13686, who is a descendant of Kimard Lad 
7304, imported, also Julius of <innoul Park 
256 and Trojan 402, also to Grannie 131 on 
the Dam’s side. He is offering his calf for 
sale at $150.00, he would be a real bargain 
at double that.

“Pat” Donohoe sounded the keynote, how- 
ever, when he asked for two more fieldmen 
and the money to “go through things like a 
rootin’ sow.” 

When the proxies had been counted and 
voted, Clarence W. Eckardt of New York 
City and Carl A. Rosenfeld, Kelley, lowa, 
were elected to fill vacancies left by the re- 
tirement of President White and L. R. Ker- 
shaw, and O. V. Battle, Yakima, Wash., 
was re-elected. 

At the meeting of the new board, Mr. 
Battles was elected president, A. A. Arm- 
strong, Camergo, IIl., vice-president. The 
old Field and Office force was re-appointed, 
and the President and Secretary were given 
instructions to look over candidates and hire 
two new fieldmen and redistribute territory 
among the four.

Another Generation of Funk’s Showing 
~|IKE father like son, is a good start 
for this account of two loads of 
Angus cattle shown in the carlot 
exhibit. When the International 
started, twenty years ago, in the 
carlot show were cattle shown by 
Jacob Funk of McLean, Ill. The 
: senior Mr. Funk has passed away, 
but his son, Dean, is following in the foot- 
steps of the father and was on hand with 
the cattle, shown in the name of the firm, 
as they have been known during recent 
years. 

On their farm they have a herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cows and their family has been 
using a pure bred Angus bull in the lot for 
the past thirty-seven years for the produc- 
tion of market cattle. The cows are vrac- 
tically pure bred but are unregistered, it be- 
ing their purpose to keep them solely for 
beef purposes. 

The cattle this year were fed about ten 
months. Prior to starting on feed, the two 
year old cattle were roughed along on past- 
ure and in the stalk field. When on full 
feed each steer received shelled corn fed in 
a self feeder and four pounds of oil meal per 
day, these rations being fed while running 
on pasture. During the last thirty days of 
the feeding period molasses meal was added 
to the ration. 

The two year old cattle were awarded sec- 
ond prize in the corn belt district and second 
prize in the Aberdeen-Angus specials. 

In the past years cattle fed on the Funk 
farm have carried off the Championship at 
the International, two different vears seeing 
the blue ribbon go in that direction. But for 
the past few years they did not have any 
entries but they are started again and the 
junior Mr. Funk is looking forward to an- 
other championship for cattle produced and 
fed on their farm. 
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Price’s Illinois Steers. 

HREE loads of Aberdeen-Angus 
yearlings shown in the carlot 
class by A. E. Price of Grant 
Park, Ill., gave good accounts 
of themselves. This feeder 
was awarded third prize in the 
south central district for year- 
lings and landed fifth prize in 

ee Aberdeen-Angus specials for the same 

class. 

They also accounted well when they sold 
in the auction ring, two loads going at 
$24.00 per hundred while a load of steers and 
heifers mixed sold at $22.00, the latter price 
being high when the heifers are taken into 
consideration. 

Mr. Price is a regular exhibitor at the In- 
ternational and is always looked to for some 
prime cattle and each year lives up to his 
reputation. 

These cattle were purchased from various 
breeders, many of them being pure bred and 
in each case a pure bred bull was the sire 
of the calves. They were on feed thirteen 
months, getting a ration of ground corn and 
cob meal, barley, molasses meal and clover 
hay. They were gradually worked up to the 
full feed basis. During the thirteen months 
feeding period the cattle made an average 
gain of 650 pounds. 

The cattle were fed in a dry lot but at 
times were allowed to run on a blue grass 
pasture. The ration upon which they were 
started as calves was followed out until the 
cattle were shipped to the show.

California International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion, at San Francisco. 


Although the breeding classes of Aber- 
deen-Angus were shown only by one exhibit- 
or, the interest in the “Doddies” was as keen 
as though there was active competition. 
Congdon & Battles of Yakima, Washington, 
who were the only ones showing in the 
breeding classes with this breed, won a lot of 
admirers for the black ones. The feature of 
the judging was the upset given the lining 
up of awards on this herd from the manner 
in which they were placed at other shows up 
and down the Pacific Coast. Alex McDon- 
ald, the veteran beef herdsman of the Uni- 
versity Farm at Davis, Cal., made the senior 
yearling grand champion female, whereas at 
all other shows the two-year-old came in for 
the purple, and all the other beef cattle au- 
thorities about the ring concurred in McDon- 
ald’s judgment.

Heifers From Missouri. 


NE of the features of the Inter- 
national carlot exhibit was the 
showing of two loads of yearl- 
ing Angus heifers. They 
were exhibited by W. A. Berg 
of Parnell, Mo., who is a reg- 
ular market feeder and claims 

ae the distinction of topping the 

market as often as any other feeder for the 

— of feeding he gives his stock. 

hile the heifers did not get in any prize 
money, they sold in the auction ring at 
$21.50 to $22.00 per hundred weight, the 
latter price being the highest ever paid on 
the market. It was that feature that satis- 
fied the feeder of the stock, he stating he 
did no intend to win a prize but just wanted 
to show what his cattle would do. 

All of the heifers, thirty head were his 
own raising and feeding. They were nearly 
all pure breds and most of the cows were 
registered and a pure bred bull was the sire. 
Out of a lot of 43 heifer calves which he 
had, he sorted out thirteen of the best and 
finished the balance for the market. 


They were short fed cattle but had enough 
finish to get in the fat class. The feeding 
period was only 80 days, during this time 
they were getting a ration of three and one- 
half bushel corn per day per steer. Previous 
to this they were run on grass. During the 
last six weeks of the feeding period molasses 
cake was added to the ration. 

No troughs or bunks were used in feeding 
the heifers, all the corn, which was snapped, 
being thrown on the ground and the hay 
scattered along the hillsides and they clean- 
ed up everything at meal time. 

Mr. Berg has been in the cattle feeding 
business for nineteen years and claims that 
a market animal on his farm never lived to 
be two years old, everything being sold in 
the yearling class. He maintains a herd of 
Angus cows for the purpose of producin 
market cattle, using a pure bred bull ea 
time and he states he has found it the most 
satisfactory method in which to handle cat- 
tle for market purposes. 


— 
Many Michiganders Attend Big Show. 
Michigan had a big delegation of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders at the International 
show and the Aberdeen-Angus banquet. Be- 
sides George B. Smith of Addison and the 
two Michigan show herds of Woodcote and 
Wildwood farms, owned by Dwight Cutler 
and William E. Scripps, there was a num- 
ber of small breeders. Cephas Buttles, Lew- 
iston; James Curry and Coupar & Sheir, 
both of Marlette; Dr. Martin’s son of Cros- 
well; Brinton F. Hall and Mrs. Hall of Beld- 
ing; besides Mr. Cutler and Mr. Scripps. 
Enthusiasm for the Michigan sale at Sagi- 
naw next March is growing, and Michigan 
is showing decidedly more Aberdeen-Angus 
enthusiasm than ever displayed. Dr. Mar- 
tin & Son were runners-up for Blackcap of 
Edenwold, the bull that sold for over $3,000 
in the International sale. 
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w. C. White’s Missouri Carlots. 
MONG the old timers in the car- 
lot show at the Internationa! 
was W. C. White of Carroll- 
ton, Mo., who was on hand 
with his usual showing of An- 
gus cattle, this year display- 
ing a load of yearlings. The 
cattle were awarded fourth in 
the Corn Belt District and won sixth in the 
Aberdeen-Angus specials. This feeder is a 
veteran at the game, having shown cattle 
since the start of the International. Each 
year he manages to come to the fore with a 
ioad of prime Angus cattle that land in the 
money. He stated that his cattle this year 
were not finished as good as usual. 

Half of the cattle were purchased while 
the balance were raised on his farm where 
he maintains a herd of 50 Aberdeen-Angus 
cows, half of which are registered. A pure 
bred bull is always used giving him a high 
grade and in many instances full blooded 
zattle which he feeds for the market. 

These cattle were fed for eleven months or 
from weaning time. They were started on 
corn, oats, ground wheat and oil cake and 
within a couple of weeks were worked up to 
a full feed basis. The cattle are fed three 
times a day, but he never gives them all they 
will eat, making them clean up their allow- 
ance each time. He said the danger of 
founding is too great when feed is kept be- 
fore them at all times and he nas found that 
by giving them just enough to eat, better re- 
sults are obtained. Toward the close of the 
feeding period, molasses meal was added to 
the ration to give the cattle a better finish. 

This man is an all-year feeder, producing 
many cattle for the regular market and out 
of his calves each year, picks at least one 
load that is fitted for the competition in the 
carlot class at the International.

Idolmere’s History. 

Idolmere 199904 was calved Jan. 8, 1915; 
bred by Otto V. Battles, Maquoketa, Iowa. 
He was shown as a junior calf by Mr. Bat- 
tles that year at Iowa and Minnesota state 
fairs and the American Royal, standing first 
in class at each show, defeating Epistos in 
each meeting under three different judges. 
He was purchased by A. A. Armstrong. 
Camargo, Ill., as a yearling and was used 
as a herd sire in the Armstrong herd until 


May, 1918, when Dr. Lowe bought him for 
Dr. Huggins, Dandridge, Tenn., for $1750. 
Dr. Huggins used the bull as a sire and did 
not show him until late this season when he 
was shown at Chattanooga, Knoxville, At- 
lanta and Columbia, winning grand cham- 
pionships at each show. About this time it 
suddenly dawned on people who were watch- 
ing the show circuits that Dr. Huggins had 
a good chance at the International grand 
championship, and the bull was brought to 
Chicago where Mr. Grant picked him out for 
the high honors. His calves have been out- 
standing, one of them having been junior 
champion female over the western Canadian 
circuit the past year for G. N. Buffum, the 
secretary of the Saskatchewan Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association. Another pair 
stood first. and second at Chicago at the 
same show in which their sire was given top 
honors of the year. 

He is a “Lady Ida,” the family from which 
the “Blackbirds” come, and his sire is Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad 109220, O. V. Battles’ famous 
International Grand Champion of 1906, and 
Oakville Quiet Lad is by Black Woodlawn 
42088, “Pat” Donohce’s famous herd bull 
that was International senior champion in 
1901, no grand champion being named the 
first two shows. Hence, the bull has a right 
to be an International grand champion. As 
to the various “families” that go to make up 
the pedigree, going back to the fourth 
bracket and putting family names on all 16 
of the fourth-generation ancestors and we 
have 4 Blackbirds (2 second branch, 1 fourth 
branch and one Blackcap), 2 Prides of Ab- 
erdeen, 2 Heather Blooms, 2 Ericas (1 Kild- 
onan and 1 Chieftain), 1 Queen Mother, 1 
Georgina, 1 Maggie, 1 Abbess, 1 Coquette 
and 1 Lady Ida. 


Thomas Macfarlane Dead. 

As we go to press, word of the death of 
Mr. Thomas Macfarlane, former secretary of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, reaches us. Death occurred at 
his residence in Chicago, Dec. 10, and bur- 
ial will take place at Providence, Rhode 
Island.

What Mr. Grant Thinks of the International. 


_The show in general offers the finest 
sights in live stock exhibition I have ever 
seen. As to the pure bred breeding cattle, 
the Short Horns are above the average in 
quality expected. The Herefords are super- 
ior to anything I have ever seen anywhere. 
The Aberdeen-Angus are rather disappoint- 
ing in the bull classes, with excessive plain- 
ness in heads and tailheads. American breed- 
ers must take serious steps to remedy this, 
if they wish their herds to be representative 
of what the breed ought to be. The females 
are very good as a whole, but here also I 
find a good deal of plainness and want of 
character in the heads and shoulders, inelin- 
ed to roughness in a few cases. 

The greatest surprise of the show to me 
was the magnificent display of carload lots. 
This is the first time I have ever seen cat- 
tle shown in this way, and the feeding of 
these cattle does great credit to the intelli- 
gent men who have shown them. I was 
agreeably surprised to see such a great deal 
of quality and character in the Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, and also in the Herefords. I 
was also surprised to see such a ununiform 
and plain lot of Short Horn steers in these © 
classes. 

As to the fat stock in the singie classes, 
this is the great feature of this magnificent 
show, and here the final results of breeding 
and feeding come down to a finish, and I am 
sure that no show in the world could present 
so magnificent a lot of beef cattie in prime 
buther condition. 

The pure bred steers that came under my 
hands were a fine lot, and the steers I sent 
up to Mr. Cridlan for championships were 
worthy of a place anywhere in the world. It 
was only the magnificent evenness and levy- 
elness of filling that ultimately placed the 
Hereford steer in front of the doddie. 

In the horse classes I saw a great sight, 
and for numbers and quality they would ke 
hard to beat in any country. I am sorry 
that I had not an opportunity of seeing 
these magnificent animals judged, especially 
the Clydesdales, my favorite breed. But it 
is impossible for anyone to see the show well 
in any one year. It is too big to be gone 
over in the short space of time available.—

Kansas-Bred Angus Beat Gains of Rivals. 


HE carlot show this year includ- 
ed a car of Angus cattle ex- 
hibited by A. E. McGregor of 
Washington, Kansas. The 
cattle were two year olds and 
landed first prize in the South 
Central District. They sold 
later in the auction ring at 

$23.50 per hundred. 

Mr. McGregor is a regular exhibitor at the 
International and always makes his cattle 
good enough to land in the prize money. 
These cattle were bred in Kansas and pur- 
chased there by the feeder. Feeding was 
started in February and their daily ration 
consisted of twenty-two pounds of ground 
corn, about two pounds of linseed meal, two- 
and-one-half pounds of molasses meal and a 
sma.. portion of bran to each animal. They 
had alfalfa hay before them at all times and 
were strictly dry lot fed cattle. 

During the latter part of the period the 
cattle were fed in a barn, built especially for 
cattle feeding purposes. At the start of the 
feeding period the cattle averaged 730 
pounds and when sold they averaged 1454 
pounds or nearly double their initial weight. 
Four other loads of cattle of different breed- 
ing were handled in the same feed lot but at 
the end of the period, the Angus were the 
heaviest, being 16 pounds heavier than the 
next best weight and 172 pounds heavier 
than the lightest cattle out of the same feed 


lot.

We at first had him on hire, but now 
have purchased him. He is one of the best 
known sires in Britain. It was he that sired 
the last year’s International grand cliampion 
bull. We hope there will be many heifers 
of the importation in calf to this sire. 

We hope soon to be able to issue an invi- 
tation to our friends to come and see our 
doddies as well as our Short Horns, but at 
present the foot-and-mouth disease in Great 
Britain makes it impossible to ship anything 
from there to this side. We were told that 
there were twenty outbreaks on the 24th and 
25th of November; one at Liverpool, our 
point of shipping. It would seem that the 
disease is imported into England in food- 
stuffs. A great deal of Belgian and Dutch 
bran was shipped to Britain late in the sum- 
mer and it is now supposed that this carried 
the contagion. It is still possible, however, 
to get cattle from Scotland, but as there 
are no ships calling at Scotland ports that 
will deliver them on this side it seems that 
the only possible way to bring cattle over 
at present is by air, ‘but the price of cattle 
over there has got so high it would not be 
safe to put the cattle up also.—P. G. Ross, 
Mansfield, Ohio, in Breeders’ Gazette, De- 
cember 4th.

Canadian Association Meets; Field Job 
Still Open 


The Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, held a special general mecting, 
at Brandon, Manitoba, on Oct. 9th. There 
was a representative gathering of the mem- 


bers. The meeting unanimously adopted the . 


recommendation of the directors to increase 
the registration fees, membership and life 
membership fees. The following amend- 
ments to the scedule of fees was ‘adopted, 
and will come into effect on January 1, 1920: 

Life membership fee, increased from $20 
to $39. 

a members fee, increased from $2 
to $3. 

Fees—For recording males and females 
under one year, owned by members, increas- 
ed from $1.00 to $1.50. Non-members, in- 
creased from $2.00 to 5.00. 


Fees—For animals over one year and un- 
der two, owned by members, increased from 
$2.00 to $5.00. Owned by non-members, in- 
creased from $5.00 to $10.00. 

Fees—For transfers for record within 90 
days from date of sale, increased from 25 
cents to $1.00. 


Fees—For transfers presented for record 
after 90 days from date of sale increased 
from $1.00 to $2.00. 

The appointment of fieldman and secre- 
tary was approved of, it being considered 
that with the increasing popularity of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, as indicated by the rap- 
id growth in membership and revenue from 
registration fees, that the association 
would be in a position to finance the cost of 
such an officer. It also was the opinion of 
the meeting that the activities of a capable 
fieldman would result in still further in- 
creasing the revenue of the association.

Club champion of Canada last year. Ames 
Plantation Blue Boy, a grade sired by the 
first herd bull, was presented to Mr. J. D. 


McGregor the Canadian Farm Labor Con- 


troller, in appreciation of his services in 
helping Mr. Ames select foundation stock 
for his herd. This calf, after winning at 
Brandon, Regina, Saskatoon, and Calgary 
for a boy on one of the McGregor farms, 
was bought by an Alberta breeder and fin- 
ished for the Edmonton spring show, where 
he was grand champion steer over all 
breeds.” 

“One of the big constructive war meas- 
ures of the Ames plantation last year was 
the production of all their feed at home, sav- 
ing freight car space, labor, and money, be- 
sides demonstrating to the South that it 
could be done. The little bran bought out- 
side was offset by the wheat produced and 
sold off the plantation. But corn, alfalfa, 
peavine, lespedeza, oats, hay, straw, and 
even the cotton seed are produced on the 
plantation; the old plantation gin is still in 
operation.” 

“Besides putting their cattle on a self- 
feeding basis, Manager Buckle has the col- 
ored tenant families interested in growing 
their own garden stuff and raising their 
own meat. Those who know the darkies of 
the old South will at once recognize that Mr. 
Buckle understands the South and its color- 
ed farm tenants, to be able to get them 
away from the old system of buying at the 
store everything they eat, to be charged un- 
til the cotton crop is marketed at the end 
of the season.” 

“He has done just that, and besides has 
his colored men buying Liberty Bonds out 
of their wages. The calling to the colors of 


manv colored men brought up a labor pro- 
blem that few big estate owners in the 
North can realize. Corn and cotton, espec- 
ially cotton, are hoed by hand to keev the 
crops clean. With a shortage of male labor, 
Mr. Buckle began hiring the colored women 
to take the men’s places. This brought the 
discovery that the women are better than 
the men at this work, being more careful, 
quicker, and steadier; so that the colored

“My experience with these grade calves 
convinced me in favor of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus for good.

They at 
fed all the shelled corn they would take, to- 
gether with the meal, also all the silage and 
straw they would eat until June 10, at which 
time the silage was gone. They were real- 
ly ready for market at that time but the 
market went off about $4.00 a hundred and 
I decided to keep them until a later date 
After the silage was gone I changed from 
cottonseed meal to oil meal and fed them all 
the corn they would take and about two 
pounds of oil meal per day from June 10th 
to October 14th. They had a little hay dur- 
ing this time but not very much. They were 
in an open shed with water in the tank be- 
fore them and were not out of the shed from 
the first of March until they were sent:to 
market on the 14th day of October. The 
last thirty days I ground the shelled corn 
that was fed to these cattle and believe this 
helped in the finish of these baby eeves. | 
might say that I let the hogs run with these 
calves all winter and summer and sold $500 
worth of pork from the hogs that followed 
these cattle, after charging off what the 
pigs were worth that were turned in with 
the cattle in the fall.

The other 
ten I shipped to Ray & Galbraith at Indian- 
apolis. These steers weighed on market 1, 
052 pounds and netted me $199.88 each. 
Ray & Galbraith sold them to the Indianap- 
olis Abattoir Company which slaughtered 
them and sold them to Mr. W. S. Bittrich 
and I had the pleasure of receiving the fol- 
lowing letter from Mr. Bittrich after he had 
purchased the same. 

October 15, 1919. 
“Mr. E. M. Wilson, 
Anderson, Indiana. 
Dear Sir :— 

Just a line of appreciation to you as a feeder 
of good cattle. I am the proud possessor of the ten 
fine baby beef cattle you marketed here this week 
and I want to confer upon you the honor of feeding 
and shipping in the best ten cattle ever hung up in 
the Indianapolis Abattoir. I will not cut any of 
these cattle until the 25th and I especially invite you 
to come down any time next week and see them on 
the hooks. Me for the Aberdeen-Angus, first, last 
and all the time. 

Respectfully yours, 
(Signed) W. S. BITTRICH.” . 


These cattle netted, after being thorough- 
ly cooled, 63.39 per cent. 

No difference how well you take care of 
the cattle nor how well you feed them you 
must have good breeding and good quality 
and I attribute my success in the baby bee 
game largely to the quality of cows and the 
quality of bulls used in producing same. 
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60 per cent of my cattle are Blackbirds, mostly 4th Branch and Blue Ribbons. My present herd bull is a son 
of Black Oakfield. I also have four of his daughters. I also have some extra good Ericas and Prides. 


It is our endeavor to maintain one of the select herds in the state of Missouri. With this object in view we have purchased from some 
of the good herds of this state and a number of the top herds of lowa, such as Hartnell & Lang, Wilkinson, Emery H. Lee and others. 
I have topped the last three Association Sales that I have had cattle in—in one of them I had the four top cows.
